which I see as a possibility is in the Machine Records Division. According to Ed's 
statistics the requirements levied by the Offices of Personnel and Logistics on the 
Machine Records Division account for 24 man-years. In conjunction with the Manage- 
ment Staff I want to see if these requirements cannot be reduced and, if so, whether or 
not any savings in manpower in the MRD will be added to those already agreed to by the 
Comptroller. Unless we can make some reductions in this Division I think that it would 
be dangerous to reduce the Office of the Comptroller more than 1%.
